26 CFR 1.893-1: Compensation of em- 
ployees of foreign governments or interna- 
tional organizations. 

Exemption; aliens employed by 
foreign governments or interna- 
tional organizations. Aliens, em- 
ployed by foreign governments and 
international organizations, who 
file the waiver provided by section 
247(b) of the Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act will lose their exemp- 
tion from Federal income tax pro- 
vided under section 893 of the 
Code; however, for aliens whose 
exemption stems from treaties or 
consular agreements with the listed 
countries, or from employment by 
certain international organizations, 
the filing of the waiver may have no 
effect.

Rev. Rul. 75-425 

The purpose of this Revenue Ruling 
is to update and restate Rev. Rul. 
51-397, 1954-2 C.B. 171, relating to 
ihe. effect of signing a waiver under 
section 247(b) of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act by aliens em- 
ployed by foreign governments and 
international organizations in the 
United States, and to clarify Rev. Rul. 
? 1-566, 1971-2 C.B. 267. 

Aliens employed by foreign govern- 
ments and international organizations 
who file the waiver provided by sec- 
tion 247(b) of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act, 8 U.S.C. 1257(b) 
(1970) in order to retain their im-. 
migrant status are,, from the date of 
filing such waiver, no longer entitled 
to the exemption from Federal income 
tax. provided by section 893 of the 
fmernal Revenue Code of 1954 with 
respect to their compensation from 
such government or international or- 
ganization. On the other hand, the 



filing of the waiver has no effect on 
any exemption from Federal income 
tax if such exemption is derived from 
a tax treaty, consular agreement, or 
international agreement. Section 
1.893-1 of the Income Tax Regula- 
tions. The application of these rules 
with respect to those foreign coun- 
tries with which the United States 
has income tax treaties and consular 
agreements and certain international 
organizations is set forth below.

Section 893 

France specifically provides that the 
compensation paid to an employee 
who is a French national is exempt 
from United States income tax if he 
is not a citizen of the United States 
and does not have immigrant status in 
the United States or has immigrant 
status but has agreed that the period 
of residence or presence in the United 
States will not count toward the period 
of residence or presence in the United 
States required for naturalization. The 
income tax treaty with the Netherlands 
and the Netherlands Antilles exempt 
compensation paid to individuals 
deemed to be citizens of both the 
United States and the Netherlands or 
the Netherlands Antilles. The Belgium, 
Burundi, Rwanda, and Zaire income 
tax treaties exempt from income tax 
the compensation paid to employees 
who are citizens of the employing 
country' and the filing of the waiver 
will not terminate such exemption.

Rev. Rul, 71*566 holds that the exe- 
cution and filing of a waiver provided 
by section 247 (b) of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act by a resident alien 
individual who is employed by a Gov- 
ernment covered by the United Statcs- 
United Kingdom Income Tax Con- 
vention, T.D. 5569, 1947-2 C.B. 100, 
and Supplemental Protocol T.I.A.S, 
6089. 196G-2 C.B. 582, whose compen- 
sation for official service to such Gov- 
ernment is exempt from Federal in- 
come. tax under section 893 of the 
Code, would cause such individual to 
lose such exemption. This holding is 
reaffirmed in Category 1 of this Reve- 
nue Ruling. However, a consular em- 
ployee, as described in Category 5 of 
this Revenue Ruling, who signs such a 
waiver maintains his tax exempt status 
by reason of a United States- Uni ted 
Kingdom Consular Agreement, 3 
U.S.T. 3T26 (1951V: Such agreement 
prevails over the provisions of the 
United States-United Kingdom In- 
come Tax Convention.

Advice has been requested whether 
die execution and filing of a waiver 
provided by section 247(b) of the Im- 
migration anti Nationality Act, 8 
U.S.C. 1257(b) (1970) by a res i den t 
alien individual who is employed by 
the International Telecom muni cations 
Satellite Organization (INTELSAT) 
rind whose compensation for official 
services to such organization is exempt 
from Federal income tax under a 
Headquarters Agreement would cause 
such individual to lose such exemption 
and be subject to such tax.
